1. Rep. McCormack, House Majority Leader, requested that 
I talk with him. The question he wished to discuss was the problem of 
homosexuals in the CIA and one case in particular. The Congressman 
pointed out that this Agency could not afford to have any such personnel 
and that he had been informed of this particular case by the press. 
It was his further information that the Republican Policy Committee 
had determined to attack CIA in this connection, and that this Agency's 
friends would be completely defenseless and would be unable to defend 
the Agency in this connection. I have discussed the matter with the 
Director, who has authorized me to take certain additional steps with 
Rep. McCormack. 5X 1A
